Charles Gates Dawes and his associates upon the reparations 
due from Germany will, if accepted, work out the economic 
redemption of Europe and be forever regarded as a maker of 
history and the originator of a new day for the world. 
Virtually five years of financial, industrial and political 
warfare have passed since the war of am s in Europe ended. 
Its nations have wrangled ever since. 
I*hey long ago demon­ 
strated their incompetence to settle the financial difficulties 
inherited from the war and increased by the treaty of peace. 
Their fickleness and despair drove them to seek American 
advice us being the only counsel that could be trusted as 
competent and disinterested. 
It is given in the competent 
and courageous answer of General Dawes. 
He and his fellow experts display even greater genius 
in cutting the Gordian knot of Eufopean finance than he 
demonstrated in devising a budget system for the United 
States. 
If this work of the best minds of financial America 
be not adopted in the main, then nothing can be done for the 
reconstruction of Europe. 
It remains for the nations to acquiesce and put into effect 
through the reparations commission, what governmental ma­ 
chinery was powerless to put into operation.—The Manu-J 
facturer.

OKLAHOMA CITY, 
May 19,— 
Oklahoma's 
most valuable 
wheat 
crop was harvested in 1919, when 
54.040.000 bushels sold for $110- 
782,000, according to a table, based 
on statistics for 15 years, issued to­ 
day by the state department of 
agriculture. 
The average yield of that year 
was 14 bushels to the acre. The 
acreage that year, 3,860,000 was the 
largest ever cultivated in Oklahoma. 
In 1914 the largest yield per 
acre registered, according to the 
board’s figures. It was 19 bushels 
to the acre. The largest aggregate 
production was in 1920 when 3,- 
380.000 acres produced 54,080,000 
bushels, with an average acre yield 
of/16 bushels. 
Oklahoma’s smallest 
crop 
was 
harvested in 1911 when from 1,122 
OOO acres wheat growers obtained 
8.976.000 bushels which sold for 
$8,258,000. The average yield of 
eight bushels that year was the low­ 
est the state has experienced,- the 
table shows. 
The five-year average, from 1910 
to 1914, was 13.2 bushels per acre 
with an average yearly production 
of 24,017,800 bushels. During the 
next five years the average yearly 
yield increased but the per-acre pro­ 
duction slumped.

1919 the- average was 38,899,000 
bushels per year with an avenage 
acre turn out of 11.9 bushels.

NEW YORK, May 20.—So long 
as the Olympic games continue lo 
represent tho peak of international 
athletic competition, the name; of 
two American athletes will linger in 
the memory of those who follow 
the turns of the cinder path. These 
two men reached the pinnacle of in­ 
dividual athletic brilliancy, one by 
winning four different events in one 
Olympic meet, the other by win­ 
ning two events in four successive 
Olympic meets and one. other event 
in two successive meets. 
Alvin C. Kraenziein and Ray Ew- 
ry were the athletes who have In­ 
scribed their names on the Olympic 
roll of honor. 
Kraenziein, a University of Penn­ 
sylvania star in the late 90’s, won 
four events in the second Olympaid 
at Paris in 1900. He breasted the 
tape first in the 60-metre dash, the 
110-raetre high hurdles, the 100- 
metre low hurdles and won the 
broad jump. His performance is the 
only one on record in the history 
of the Olympic games where any 
one athlete won more than three 
events. 
Ewry’s triumph is even more im­ 
pressive because it wits achieved 
over a stretch of eight years. In 
1900, he won the standing broad 
jump, the standing high Jump and 
the standing hop, step and jump. 
He repeated this triple triumph at 
S t Louis in ISO!. At Athens in 
1906 the Olympic committee ellpii- 
nated the standing hop, step and 
jump but Ewry won the standing 
broad and high jumps for the third 
time with apparent ease. In Lon­ 
don in 1908 he won these 2 events 
again, passing out of international 
competition at the conclusion* of the 
London meet. 
There are many instances of ath­ 
letes winning 
two 
events 
in an 
Olympic meet and some who have 
won three events. Harry Hillman, 
present track coach at Dartmouth 
and a member of the'19 2 4 Olympic 
coaching staff, achieved the remark­ 
able feat of winning three events 
at St. Louis in 1904. Hillman won 
the 400-metre run and the 200 and 
400-metre hurdles. In the same mee 
Archie Hahn was crowned as sprln 
champion with victories in the 60, 
IOO and 200-metre dashes. 
Triple victories have been scored 
several Himes in. Olympic annals,, a 
trio of American Stars performing 
this feat at St. Louis in 1904 when 
this country swept the field. Harry 
Hillman, of. Dartmouth, a member 
of this year's 
Olympic 
coaching 
staff, captured the, 400-metre run 
and the 200 and 400-metre hurdles; 
Archie Hahn was crowned sprint 
champion with victories in the 60, 
IOO and 200-metre dashes; while 
Lightbody, middle distance crack, 
ran off with 800 and 1,500 metre 
events and 2,500-metre steeplechase. 
One of the 
most 
remarkable 
“triples” and the last one on rec­ 
ord was scored by Cannes Kole- 
hmainen, Finnish distance star, at 
Stockholm in 1912, when he won 
the 5,000 and 10,000-metre runs 
and the cross-country race. 
Many double victories have been 
recorded, but the increasing ten­ 
dency for athletes to specialize in 
one event has reduced the versa­ 
tility which formerly was so proiu.- 
inent. Paavo Nurmi, great Finnish’ 
runner, who won the 100,00-raetre 
run and cross country rac3 in 1920 
at Antwerp, may trv for three dis­ 
tance titles this year, while diaries 
Hoff, Norwegian 
holder 
of

world’s pole vault record and all- 
a’-ouud star, may figure promin­ 
ently in several events, but these 
performers are exceptions.

GERMANY PREJUDGING DAWES. 


It is not surprising that Germany’s attitude toward the 
Dawes report is like that of the irate little girl who was quar­ 
reling with a schoolmate and sought to put an end to the dis­ 
cussion by remarking, “I don’t know what you’re going to say, 
but whatever it is, 'faint true!” Germany’s policy since the 
war has been to save as much as possible out of the wreck, 
and to use any method that would help to achieve this end. 
Part of this plan has been to pretend inability to pay. 
From 
this it stands to reason that any settlement proposed by the 
Allies imposing unpleasant obligations on Germany must be 
met with loud protestations. 
Whatever the solution offered, 
it is obviously Germany’s interest to object, in the hope of 
scaling down what she must pay. 
There is one ready answer to these tactics—the presen­ 
tation of a united allied front. 
The wTorld is disposed to ac­ 
ct pt the findings of the Dawes committee with a spirit bf 
finality which it has not shown toward previous efforts. Hence 
the moral sentiment of Europe may be brought to bear upon 
the German people through many different channels. Further­ 
more, there are indications that this will be well backed by 
economic pressure, inasmuch as the bankers and business 
men of Europe are only too anxious to support any practical 
settlement which promises general reconstruction. 
The fact is plain that the world is sick of constant 
haggling and delays in this business. 
Unless something con­ 
structive is done within the year—unless, as General Dawes 
put it in his opening address, 


THE KEYNOTE SP EEC H MAKER. 


The political calendar advances with the advancing 
season. 
With the announcement of dates for the holding of 
state conventions for the naming of delegates to the national 
convention, comes* a call for keynote speeehmakers, those 
spellbinders who, possessing the requisite credentials attest­ 
ing their regularity as members of the dominant political 
factions, are preparing to launch the candidacy of favored 
leaders or favorite sons. 
It will be a time of magnificent 
oratory. 
Again the welkin will be made to ring. 
The faith­ 
ful will gather to resolve, to view' with becoming alarm, and 
to point with pardonable pride. 
Those who listen and those 
who read will hang with some degree of interest upon the 
words spoken. 
What will they be told? 
It is announced that in New York that Charles Evans 
Hughes, secretary of state in President Coolidge’s cabinet, 
will preside as temporary chairman at the state Republican 
convention, to be held in that city on April 15. 
On the same 
day the Democrats of the state will hold their convention at 
Albany. 
Mr. Hughes is an eloquent and persuasive speaker, 
No one could more auspiciously launch the candidacy of any 
aspirant for presidential honors than he. 
But the appre­ 
hension persists that every keynote speech written and deliver­ 
ed during the early days of the campaign which is about to 
begin must be prepared without regard to formulas previously 
used. 
New phrases must be coined and new periods and 
studied pauses evolved. 
At the end of inspiring paragraphs 
where parentheses formerly marked (long and continued 
applause) perhaps interrogation points will be inserted. 
Perhaps it is in summarizing these accomplishments that 
the political spellbinder of 1924 will encounter his greatest 
difficulty. 
Actual accomplishments in the way of constructive 
legislation have been few. 
Disclosures and telling of half 
truths have confused the ordinary student of affairs. 
Lines 
formerly distinctly drawn have become dim and hard to 
follow. 
There is need, if the leaders of any party are to 
attract to themselves the unqualified support of the thinking 
masses, that the truth he told so plainly that there can be no 
misunderstand ing. 
Are the keynote speeehmakers courageous enough to tell 
the whole truth? 
If it is not told, the confidence of the peo­ 
ple cannot be gained. 
The cleansing processes which have 
been begun at the national capital cannot be aSbandoned now 
without the danger of inflicting grave hardships upon the 
innocent. 
Generalization will not suffice. 
The issues upon 
which former national campaigns were fought cannot be 
revived to enthuse the rank and file now. 
There are really 
vital things to be considered and discussed by those who 
would lead.—Christian Science Monitor.
